FARM AND FACTORY. 


The Fruit of the Field and the Product of th 
Artisan. 


A Telfair county farmer has made five bales 
of cotton on four acres of pine land. 

Mr. J. Alexander, of Greensboro, contem- 
plates opening a jeans clothing manufactory 
about the 15th of next month. This industry 
will give employment to fifteen or twenty 
hands, 

Mr. D. N. Sanders, of Taliafero county, has 
made three hundred gallons of syrup to the 
acre of sugar cane. He has sold it all at 65 
cents a gallon. 

Mr. J. W. Moore made last year on his farm 
adjacent to Greensboro forty-five bales of cot- 
ton, 300 bushels of corn and 300 bushels of po- 
tatoes. This splendid yield was produced with 
four horses and. affords a marvellous instance 
Of what pluck, faithful labor and sound com- 
mon sense can get out of the land inthis 
country. 

The Perry Journal says that there has been 
very little difficulty experienced by Houston 
farmers in arranging for farm labor this year, 
though the situation in this respect is by no 
means entirely satisfactory. For many years 
the negroes have shown « growing indisposi- 
tion to make yearly contracts, except as ten- 
ants, and the farmers have governed them- 
selves accordingly. As a consequence, there 
are very. few laborers employed for wages on 
yearly contracts. The system is defective, 
yet the farmers try to make the best of it, and 
in a measure the day hands name the price in 
every busy season. A combination of tenants 
and day hands make up the labor system. 

The Randolph Cotton Manufacturing com- 
pany, of Cuthbert, since its organization a few 
years ago, has gone steadily forward in im- 
provement. Quantities of newest patterns in 
machinery have recently been added, and 
their splendid property has enhanced in value 
in many ways within the last year. The gen- 
tiemen who manage this millare widely known 
for their financial skill and business tact. 
They could not do otherwise than make a suc- 
cess of any undertaking, and it is nota mat- 
ter of surprise to our citizens that this prop- 
erty can be made to pay such a handsome divi- 
dend in the face of such stagnation in business 
generally. 

Perry Journal: Mr. S. D. Rodgers, the depot 
agent at Perry, has furnished the following 
statement of the cotton and cotton seed shipped 
from Perry last year and the year before. In 
1884 there were shipped from the Perry depot 
2,505 bales of cotton, and 2,943 bales were 
shipped in 1585; an increase of 438 bales last 
year. The cotton seed shipped in 
1884 amounted to nineteen car loads, while 
oply nine car loads were shipped last year. 
These car loads averaged about 25,000 pounds 
of cotton seed, or about 833 bushels. It is 
seen that ten more car loads of seed where 
shipped in 1884.than in 1885. This legves 
about 8,333 bushels of cotton seed on the farms 
around about Perry that were not there one 
year ago, not counting the seed from the 438 
bales in excess of the number shipped from 
here in 1884, The fact that these seed have 
not been sold argues well for the 
farmers, no matter in what direction the cot- 
ton money has gone. Itis safe to presume 
that no farmer will sell his cotton seed unless 
he is sorely pressed for money. In 1885 less 
than half the amount sold in 1884 were dis- 
posed of,and though the market value of 
these seed does not make a large amount, it 
is a very good sign that our farmers have not 
sold them. The intrinsic value of cotton seed 
as manure is much greater than that of any 
commercial manure that can be purchased 
for the money the seed will bring. It is safe 
to assume that nearly all the cotton seed 
shipped from the Perry depot.were grown on 
the farms immediately around Perry. That 
being a fact, these farmers will begin opera- 
tions this year with 250,000 pounds more of 
cotton seed than they had last January. 
These seed will be used as manure, and con- 
sequently the amount of guano bought will be 
proportionately less. Following this to its 
legitimate conclusion, the farmers begin op- 
erations by curtailing expenses, but not less- 
ening the necessities; tne cost of production 
will be lessened and in, like ratio the profits 
increased.

BIVINS’S FISH. 


A Wonderful Revelation of Piscatorial Fe- 
cundity, 

Butter, Ga. January 30.—{Special.j]— 
Spring approaches and soon the small boy will 
doff his shoes and betake himself with bait- 
gourd to the nearest branch to catch the enter- 
prising’horny-head and the early spring freckle, 
which reminds me of a promise which I made 
to a friend of mine sometime past, to tell 
through your paper my experienceas to “carp” 
fish. which I shall proceed to do as follows: 

Having on my farm and near my residence 
a fine, bold spring of water, and the lay of the 
land about it being favorable to the making of 
a fish pond. I built a dam of earth about 11) 
yards below the spring, the dam, at the lowest 
level, being about twelve feet high. This gave 
me a pond of clear and pure spring water, 
nearly circular, from ten feet to six inches 
deep and covering an area of about one acre. 
This was done in 15862, and at that time I 
placed in the pond fifty or seventy-five large 
suckers, twelve to eighteen inches long and 
taken from Flint river, near by. What these 
fish did, or would have done with care from 
me, which I failed to give them during the two 
succeeding years, I donot know, as at theclose 
of the war, having chills in my family, and 
foolishly suspecting my pond as being the 
cause, I one day cut thedam out and let 
what was in the pond go out with the flood of 
water. but I was afterwards informed by ne- 
groes living below the pond that they found 
many large suckers in the branch soon after 
the dam was broken. 

In 1867 I rebuilt the dam, and acting upon 
the theory of the “survival of the fittest” If 
placed in the pond an “olla podrida,” so to 
speak of fishes, embracing all the inland vari- 
eties of the section. During the succeeding 
years up to last year this last venture came 
to but little, the speckled cats and roaches 
(sometimes called shiners,) only surviving. 
Last spring, the pond being empty, I raised 
the water, and on the last day of April I placed 
in it twenty-seven carp fish, four of which 
were 12 or l5 inches long and about two and 
one-half pounds weight; the remaining twentys- 
three were about half that size, and the neigh- 
bor who furnished them to me stated that the 
larger sizes were one year and the smaller 
six months old. I immediately began feeding 
to them about five pounds of corn bread per 
day, and so continued to do until they ceased 
to bite at a baited hook, which was November. 

Now comes the fun. About the first of June, 
or within thirty days after placing the fore- 
going mentioned twenty-seven in the pond, | 
one day discovered hundreds of small carp, 
about three inches long, feeding on the bread 
cast in the pond, in which process they stood 
inthe water heads down and bodies at an 
angle of forty or fifty degrees. to the bread. 
Upon this discovery “we children’ began at 
once to fish for them with smal! pellets of 
corn bread, on smal) hooks, and catching them 
as rapidly as we could take them off the hooks 
and throw them back in the water,.they being 
too small to fry. Inside of the following 
month of July these small fry had grown to 
measure cight toten inches and one-half pound 
weight, and before cold weather came they 
were twelve inches or more in length and 
weighed one and one-half pounds, or perhaps 
more, as at that time we had ceased to weigh 
them. 

During the summer and fall there were hun- 
dreds of them caught for table use in my fam- 
ily, and given to my friends. Upon the ap» 
proach of cold weather, I noticed that the 
water in the pond became slightly muddy, and 
the fish taken thenshowed the soft mud of 
the bottom on their sides and _ tins, 
and this’ discoloration of the water 
has remained through the winter up 
to this date. On a succession of warm days in 
midwinter they bit at, and were caught with 
the hook baited with corn bread kneeded be- 
tween the fingers into a soft pellet one-half 
inch in diameter. The color of my fish is the 
same as that of the sucker, perhaps a trifle 
lighter. They are also shaped like the 
sucker, having, however, few bones except the 
spine andrib bones. My “alter ego,’ who has 
charge of the culinary department of my es- 
tablishment, states that these fish while being 
dressed are the fattest and most delicate that 
she eversaw. And the nnanimous verdict of 
those whd have eaten them is that they 
are all that can be desired of fish, and 

l want to. be placed on record hereas saying 
that my carp, which are of the variety known 
as “scale earp,”’ are in no sense “reptilian,” and 
Colonel Lamai’s late postulate tothat effect to 
thecontrary netwithstanding, but have fins 
and all the appurtenances of fishes, and none 
of reptiles,and while his taste in such matters 
cannot be lghtly considered, we suspect 
somebody has been playinga ‘‘Lamprey eel” 
on him, J. H. BIvINs,

Ov Monday Miss Amanda Berger, a young 
lady who lives in Oconee county, abont six 
miles from Watkinsville, in Wildcat district, 
was subject to fits. She went down to the 
spring for a pail of water, when just as she 
was inthe actof dipping up the water, an 
attack of apoplexy cameon. She fell into the 
branch which runs from the spring, and was 
drowned in very shallow water.

On Thursday night last, about midnight.the 
two-story dweliing on the James Fleming 
place, one mile from Hawkinsville, was de- 
stroyed by fire. Mr. E. Cozaie Smith had recent- 
ly purchased the place, and had $1.00 imsur- 
apee on it. The house was occupied by Mrs. 
Katie Walden and her daughter who lost 
everything they had except one mattress and 
the bed clothing for the same. Miss Walden, 
Miss Emmie Fleming and two Ittle daughters 
of Mr. J. B. Lewis narrowly escaped being 
burned. 

Hardie Caldwell, sonof Mr. A. G. Cald- 
well. of Greene county, was working on a 
house on Friday of last week, when he or 
dered a negro helper named Frank Hudson to 
replenish a fire for their mutual warmth. The 
negro sullenly undertook to obey the order by 
merely lighting a few splinters; whereat the 
young white man directed him tomakeup a 
good fire, and stated thatto be his meaning 
whenever he should so direct him. The 
negro became incensed at the young man’s 
emphasis, and words followed between them. 
The white man approached the negro, who. 
having an ax in his hand, suddenly dealt Mr. 
Caldwell a blow on the head which, but for 
the accident of its slanting, would have 
killed him. Examination showed that the 
blow fractured the young man’s skull. The 
negro then made his escspe. The father of 
the young man ofiers 350 reward for the ap- 
prehension of the negro. 

A fireman named Robert Clydesdale, belong- 
ing to the British steamship Border Chieftain, 
off Savannah, wes drowned on Sunday night in 
attempting to board the vessel, which was ly- 
ing on the outside of the British steamship 
Corcnilla at the lower cotton press. The 
second mate and the third engineer heard a 
splasb, and, runningto the wharf side of the 
ship, saw a man struggling in the water. They 
did all they could to get hold of him, but he 
sank before they could reach him. They 
afterwards picked upacap which was identi- 
fied as belonging to the drowned man. He 
had previously left theship without permission 
end gone uptown, where he remained some 
time, and was probably drunk and could not 
find the gangplank. The noise of the splash 
made itapparent to those on the ship that 
some one had fallen in the water from the 
dock. The body was not recovered. The 
drowned man was about 23 years of age, and 
was a native of Glasgow. 

In Houston county court last Friday Demp- 
sey Thomas and Lucy, his wife, and Martha 
Ross, mother of Lucy, were tried on the charge 
of simple larceny, the specific charge being 
that of stealing a pocketbook belonging to Mr. 
J. G. Brown, of near Hayneville, containing 
$150 in greenbacks, some certificates of deposit 
and other valuable papers. On the day 
Mr. Brown sustained the loss these wo- 
men were upon his premises on a visit. Upon 
their return to their home near Perry, the 
mother buastingly said to one of the state’s 
witnesses that she went to Mr. Brown’s fora 
smal] salary but gota big one. On the day 
following, the husband of Martha exhibited to 
another witness for the state,and had him 
to count for him $60 in greenbacks, the de- 
nominations corresponding with some of those 
stolen from Mr. Brown. This and otker evi- 
dence equally as strong against Lucy, as well 
as her mother, authorized the commitment of 
the women, and they are now under hond of 
$150 each to appear for trial at the next term 
of Houston superior court. 

From a letter directed to the postmaster at 
Oglethorpe, it is learned that a negro named 
Henry Tyson, who formerly lived in Ogle- 
thorpe was shot and killed near Leesburg, 
Fia., onthe night of Tuesday, January the 
ifth. Tyson entered the house of a respecta- 
ble widow lady, whose only companion was 
her niece, and after robbing it of its valuables, 
took the young lady outin the night and ont- 
raged her. Alarm was given and search was 
made for the fiend, but he could not be found. 
Friday morning about 4 o’clock a negro shot 
atata Mr. Curtis while asleep at his grove, 
and, being frightened, several of the neighbors 
were sent for. While discussing the mysteri- 
ous shot another report of agun was heard and 
the load lodged in the hip ofa young man 
standing inthe door. Mr. Curtis gotup and 
saw a man standing out in the moonlight with 
agun ready toshoot. Mr. Curtis fired and 
crippled him and clubbed him with a gun. 
and he died about ten hours afterwards. The 
negro was identified as Tyson. 

The Sumter county grand jury say in their 
presentments: ‘During the regular term in 
October, evidence was brought before us suf- 
ficient to convince us thatan organized system 
cxisted inthe city whereby gambling rooms 
could be kept open, while no accurate inform- 
ation could be had as to who were the tenants 
in possession, noras to the identity of their 
agents, giving admittance to and eyress frorh 
the said rooms. We are satisfied that rooms in 
this city are used for gambling purposes; the 
implements for such practices being often seen 
in them, but the owners of the property give 
us DO very clear idea as to who are the tenants 
in possession. They seem to be non-resident, 
sud the owners appear to have no very defi- 
nite knowledge of these places of residence, 
owing to this difficulty of ascertaining who are 
the tenants we have been unable to reach 
these apparent violators of the law. We bz:- 
lievethat the city authorities have ample 
power to reach and deal with the cases, and 
we carnestly ask the co-operation of the mayor 
and city council in abating these evils and 
bringing to light these violators of law. We 
wish that they declare these notorious resorts 
to be nuisances, and that the evils complained 
of be abated by their taking possession of pla- 
ces and holding them until they are demanded 
by the tenants or their agents.”

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THE GREAT BILLIARD MATCH. 


. ———$$—$—$ 
The Game Between Schaefer and, ,Vigneaux, 
in New York. 

New York, Januafy 30.—The great billfard 
match between Jacob Schaefer and Maurice 
Vigneaux, which has been in progressfor the 
past five nights, ended tonight. Five thousand 
dollars was the stake, and either one was 
obliged to make three thousand points to win. 
The score at the commencement of the game 
war, Vigneaux 2.400, Schaefer 2,337. 

Five minutes after eight Madame Vigneanx 
entered her box on the right hand side of the 
hall, and Monsieur Vigneax, Referee 
Wayman McCreery, of . &. Louis, 
and Herr Schaefer entered the arena, 
together. Schaefer was in full evening dress, 
but immedietely discarded his swallow-tail 
coat and put on his Cardigan jacket. Vigneaux 
wore a black suit wtth a black frock coat. 
Wright Sanford appeared and sat immediately 
on the right ofthetable. The balls were care- 
fully weighed after the lights had been turned 
on and other preliminaries arranged, and at 
8:20 p.m. the balls were placed in position as 
left on Friday evening and Vignaux began his 
labor. 

VIGNEAUX AT THE TABLE, — 

The balls were inthe upper right band 
corner, spot ball, (Vigneaux) in the center. 
The first shot was a draw and counted. The 
other shots followed in rapid succession, and 
the ciglteenth was a fine masse. “Billy’’ 
Sexton, umpire for Schaefer, counted twenty- 
six points made by .Vigneaux before Schaefer 
had a chance to play. Nosooner had Schaefer 
made onethan the galleries cheered and evi- 
dently endeavored in every way to harass and 
annoy Vigneaux. Schaefer made seventeen 
and stopped, and when Vigneax, in preparing 
for his shot, fouled the ball with his sleeve, 
there were further manifestations of delight 
from the gallery. Schaefer only made four, 
however, from his cempanion’s misfortune, 
and Vieneaux was cordially received when 
he advanced to play on his third inning, in 
which he made fifteen. 

THE PLAYERS GET NERVOUS. 

The balls were left in good condition for 
Schacfer, who made four and slipped up on an 
easy carom. Both players were evidently 
nervous and played for positions, runs of 3, 6 
2 for Vigneaux, and of 4, land O fur Schaefer 
aitesting this fact. Then Schaefer got the 
balls as he wanted them, and played a series 
of mass shots in the middle of the table, bank- 
ing the balls from time to time until he had 
35 to his credit, the last being a pretty 
kiss shot from one side of the table to tho oth- 
er. Then be made another run, stopping at 
his 50th shot, for a moment, to file and lather 
the tip of is ene, Then _ he 
went on and rolled the ivories from side € side 
until seventy-seven buttons were pushed 
along by Budd Schofield. Vigenaux then 
playedjand made eighteen, but missed an easy 
shot from the cushion, apparently more from 
nervousness than any other reason. Schaefer 
plaved pretty for twenty-six points, including 
one handsome masse, and omitted to get his 
balls out ofthe balk on the twenty-seventh 
shot, which he made, but which did not count. 
Vigenaux caromed pretty in his ninthinning, 
séhding the ball completely across the table, 
When he had made 
thirty points the game was even. 

_. AN EVEN GAME. 

This thought seemed to nerve Vignaux, and 
he made two beautiful mass shots 
in succession, and then a_ bank _ shot, 
which elicted a burst of spontaneous 
approval, which was renewed when 50 was 
reached. At 55 a lovely bank shot against 
the lower right-hand corner put the balls in 
good position. Then followed of ca- 
roms from the table centre until the balls be- 
came frozen on the shot, out of which 
dilemma Vigneauyx cleverly extricated himself 
by a well-executed stroke. At 77 points he 
equalled Schaefer’s largest run for the evening, 
and was 47 points ahead on the total score. 
Atthe $7th shot an almost apparently impos- 
sible caron from the cushion with the ogiect 
balls on the centre of the table was loudly ap- 
plauded, and there was more applauce when 

JHE HUNDRED MARK WAS REACHED 
and successfully turned. This run notted 106 
for Vigneaux. He was now ahead of his op- 
ponent 13 points on the play of the evening 
and 76 on the grand total. Schaefer in his 12th 
inning, by fine nursing, made97,and Vigneaux 
on bis 14th made 35. At this time Schaefer 
was very nervous. He wiped his hand fre- 
quently with ‘a handkerchief, and ner- 
vously fingered his cue. When

the nervousness disappeared, and shot follow- , 


ed shot, and ball followed ball around the 
table, until 31 was added to his score. Vigneaux 
hed the innings, and improved his time to the 
tune of 13 additional points. He left the balls 
all well apart, so far in fact that Schaefer only 
was able toscore 2. But Schaefer left the balls 
so far apart that Viguaeux did not score at all. 
SKIRMISHING WITH EACH OTHER. 

The giants skirmished with each other, and 
made runs of 1 and 2 each when couning at 
all. Then Schaefer made 22 without difficulty, 
losing on what appeared to be a simple all 
around the table shot, with one object ball 
in the corner. In his twentieth inning he 
made a pretty bank shot, caroming on the 
balls in the center. Afterward clean shots, 
cushion caroms and back shots 
followed each other with bewildering 
variety, until &0 points were reached, when 
there was applause renewed. When 90 points 
were made until 100 points were reached,when 
the hall was filled with the sound of the tem- 
pest of cheers and hand clapping. No one 
shotof especial brilliancy had been made in 
the run, but every shot had been well and 
carefully played for. 

RUNNING UP THE SCORE. 

On and on went the “wizard,” and point by 
piont his score continued to rollup to 150, 
when plaudits again filled the air. He finally 
stopped with the comforting number of 1638 
points, all made by careful play. Then things 
looked black for the Frenchman, and the score 
stood forthe evening, Schaefer 530, Vignaux 
2¢8: The latter hadthe show, and imitated 
the tactics of his opponent by nursing. At 
times the balls would get separated, but bril- 
liant off-hand shots would bring them again 
together. At fifty points the applause was 
loud and liberal. So it was on the sixty-sixth 
shot,when the red object ball was forced 
around the table and back into position for the 
“set up,” A magnificent masse on the 
seventieth shot, with the balls against the 
rai), elicited applause, and the perfection of 
english, with three balls direct in line, one 
with the other, cannot be described. Also the 
draw shot across the; table.

BISMARCK’S NEW WAR. 


| THE SCENE WHEN HE MADE HIS 


LATE SPEECH. 


The Balls Crowded, and Royalty Present to Show Its 
Approval of the Premier’s Course—The Poles 
Excited—Mr. Gladstone's Visit to Osborne 
—Other Foreign News of Interest. 


Beriin, January 30.--The debate in the 
lower house of the langtag, on Thursday, on 
the subjeet of the expulsion of the Poles from 
eastern Prussia, was listened to by animmense 
audience. The chamber was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and outside the building 
there was a great crowd of people, who had 
been unable to gain admission. The box re- 
served for royalty was occupied by the prince 
of the royal family. Prince Bismarck gave a 
masterly historical survey of Prussia’s rela- 
tions with the Poles. The allusion by the 
chancellor to the government’s iatention of 
appropriating the land of the members of the 
Polish nobility who live in Paris and Monoco, 
caused a tremendous uproar. On Friday, 
when the discussion was continued, 
there was less interest manifested and the gal- 
leries were not so crowded as on the preceding 
day. The debate savored of party recrimina- 
tion. Herr Stableveski made a violent speech, 
in which he accused the government of waging 
a war of extermination against the Poles. 
Prince Bismarck, in controverting the state- 
ments of Herr Windthorst, clerical leader, re- 
marked that he wished Herr Windthorst had 
his (the chancellor's) place, adding that he had 
sounded the emperor on the subject of such 
change, but that the latter had declared he 
was too old totry such an experiment. This 
hit of the chancellor’s was greeted with loud 
laughter. 

‘The lower house of the landtag, 
hours debate, adopted Herr 
motion for the adoption of a resolution ex- 
pressing satisfaction at the from the 
throne, premising measures for the protection 
of German interests in eastern 
Prussia. The announcementof the result 
ofthe vote was greeted with. tumultuous ap- 
plause. The members of the center, the Pol- 
ish members and the new German liberals left 
the chamber bef re the division. Herr Rich 
ter submittedg a motion to refer to the budget 
committee the clause Herr Achenbach’s 
motion offering to grant funds to increase 
German educational sadvantages in the Polish 
provinces, The motion was rejected by a 
vote of 234 to 153. Herr Vischow then de- 
clared that, in view of the rejection of this 
motion, annulling as it did, the prescribed 
order of business, the new German liberals 
would not assist in another division. Herr 
Von Pulkamer, minister of the interior, in 
supporting*Herr Achenbach’s motion. denied 
that the government had been guilty of harsh- 
ness in its treatment of the Poles, 
or thot it entertained feelings of 
hatred toward them. As for himserf, he was 
willing, he said. to accept the responsibility 
for the course which had becn pursued. Re- 
plying to Herr Windtherst, General Von 
Schallendorf, minister ,of war. declared that 
there was DO question of interfering with the 
promotion of Catholics in the Prussian army, 
into which he trusted the cultimkapf would 
not be dragged. Vromotion in thearmy, he 
said, depended solely upon military ability. 

The anaual bal de l’opera, which was held 
night, was a dazziing success, The at- 
tendance numbered! 6000, and among 
the guests were the emperor 
and the empressand many members the 
nobility. The polonaise was led by the empe.- 
ror and the crown princess, the crown prince 
following with the wife of Prince William, who, 
attired in a scarlet uniform, led the princess 
of Saxe-Meiningen, the Prince Aibert, regent 
of Brunswick, and the Princess Victoria com- 
pleting the royal set. Prince Henry, who wore 
a navy uniform,and the emperor, remained 
in the royal box. The emperor appeared to 
be in excellent health and spirits. His man- 
ner was most genial, andafter the dance he 
very agreeably entertained a circle of ladies of 
the diplomatic corps. 

The chamber of Saxe-Weinmer has 
credit for the purpose offounding a 
in Goethe’s house at Weimar. 

The Bavdrian chamber is opposed to the 
spirit monopoly bill. The government will 
abstain from voting in the bundesrath on the

Vossische Zeitung, speaking of the proposed 
appointment of a nuncio to Berlin, {says the 
pope personally originated the idea. When 
the appointment will be made, says the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, is a matter of considerable 
gonbt, as there are many obstacles to prevent 
the immediate realization of the project. 

The minister of war has ordered that a num- 
ber of dogs be trained for use as night 
sentinels. This idea was suggested by 
incidents of the war in the Soudan, in which 
the experiment of substituting dogs as guards 
was successfully tried, 

A meeting of iron and steel manufacturers 
held recently passed resolutions opposing the 
proposition to hold an international exhibition 
in Berlin in 1889. The Polish mefchants are 
making arrangements to boycott German trade 
as an act of retaliation for the Polish expul- 
sions.

FRANCE AND MADAGASCAR. 


The Treaty 7 by Both Countries—Its 
erms Stated, 

Panis, January 30.—Dispatches from Antanarivo. 
the capital of Madagascar, state that in the treaty 
of peace between France and Madagascar, France 
waives all claim to a protectorate over the island, 
ortoindemnity. Madagascar agrees to pay, and 
France agrees to accept $200,000 for a release, 
which is to cover all foreign claims against Mada- 
gascar, both those ante-dating the recent war and 
those growing out of it. France to occupy Tama- 
tave until the money is paid. The treaty also em- 
powers France to station a French resident in the 
country, to watch the external politics of the 
country until they are clearly defined, and in the 
meantime to occupy a league limit around Diego 
and Sauvoriz bay. 


Mutiny on an American Ship. 


Lonpon, January 30.—A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Madeira states that a German 
vessel which arrived there from St. Helena, reports 
that a terrible mutiny took place on board the 
American ship Frank N. Thayer, Captain Clarke, 
from Manila, October 31, for New York, which be- 
fore Was reported as burned at sea. The mutineers 
are said to have murdered some of the officers and 
then set fire to the ship. 


The Deficit in Spain. 
MADRID, January °0.—The Spanish budget shows 
a deficit of more than 22,000,000 pesetas. Senor 
Camacho, minister of finance, proposes the inaug- 
uration of 1eforms throughout the country. He is 
confident that the financial equilibrium will be re- 
stored if his proposals are adopted.

LONDON, January 30.—Mr. Gladstone, who 
has been summoned by the aueen to form a cabi- 
net, wiJl visit her majesty at the royal palace at 
Osborne, Monday.

CABINET SPECULATIONS.

The 
most general rumor is that if the queen accepts the 
resignation Lord Coleridge, who is for Irish home 
rule, would be the lord chancellor: Mr. Char'es 
Russcll, Q. C., attorney general, and Mr. Parnell a 
member of the Cabinet. This last proposition was 
vehemently Genied by many of the Irish members 
yesterday. Nevertheless the Telegraph begius its 
leader with the question, “Will Mr. Parnell be a 
member of the new cabinet? The question sounds 
startling at first sight, yet we mean the inquiry in 
good faith.

cpportunity to find out something about the 
slavery inte which they were sold béfore they 
reached their destination, and, as the ‘saints 
themselves say, the plains-were stréwn with 
the bones of women who proved~ too weak to 
bear the burdens of polygamy. Now, however, 
they are hurried along so rapidly by steamer 
and reilway that they have no time for reflec- 
tion or repentance. Wives*who had been in- 
duced to leava their husbands and “gather 
with the saints at Zion,” mothers so completely 
under the influence of funatialim that they 
have abandoned their little children, and 
young girls who have been decoyed away 
from home, are shipped to America and trans- 
ported across the continent to Utah with such 
dispatch that they are landed safely in Zion 
and sealed to some gray-haired saint before 

their families know what has become of them, 

A WRONGED HUSBAND, 

Three years ago, 1n response 10 a pitiful let- 
ter of entreaty trom the bereaved parents, I 
made an unavailing search for two girls who 
bad been brought to Utah by Mormon mis- 
sionaries. While looking for thesegirls I founds 
two young Englishwomen, sisters, who had 
stolen away from husband and home and joined 
the latest Mormon immigrant company. They 
hud gone to the seaport from which this 
company sailed under the pretence of making 
a visit to a relative, and by the time that their 
husbands began to expect them home they 
were half way across the Atlantic. Each of the 
women had broughta little child in her arms, 
and the husband of one of them, after ho had 
found out where his wife had gone, wrote to 
her: “If you are resolved never tocome back, 
if you will not even write aline tolé§ me know 
why you bave left me, at last let the baby 
make a mark on a shect of paper and send it 
to me, so that I can kiss something her little 
hands baxe touched.” 

Another woman, who had all the details of 
her flight arranged for her by the missionary 
who “converted” her, was hurried away from 
home by night, leaving a nursing babe behind 
her. She said.she did not realize what she 
was doing until the ship on which the immi- 
grants embarked had set sail, and then for the 
time she lost her reason entirely. She became 
a pelygamous wife as soon as she reached U tah, 
thus cutting herself off from all hope of return: 
ing toher home. She surely was not sane at 
the time of her flight, and she can not be con- 
sidered sonow. She says: “Ever since the 
dreadful day I set my foot on board that ship I 
have heard my baby crying. I can not get the 
sound out of my ears. 1 hear it everywhere 
aud always,” 

A woman who lived in my family asa domes- 
tic told me she was persuaded to stéal away 
from home in her husband’s absence, carrying 
with her her little boy, thefr only child. The 
husband and father never held up his head 
after the day that he came back to his desolat- 
«cd home, and six months afterwards died, as 
bis friends said, of a broken heart. 

Just as long as the presentsystem of recruit- 
ing the ranks of polygamy by immigration is 
kept up husbands-will be robbed of their wives 
and parents of their children. Mormonism 
texches that no gentile marriage contract is 
binding; consequently, when a woman em- 
braces the latter day faith she is told it is her 
duty to leave her unconverted husband and be 
sealed to a saint who can give her a place in 
the celestial kingdom. Children are also 
taught that they do not owe obedience to 
parents who are not Mormons, and that it is 
their duty to forsake fatherand mother, when 
the way opens for them, “to gather with the 
saints.” 

WHERE THE MONEY COMES FROM, 

The Perpetual Immigration Fund company, 
incorporated by the Utah legislature in 1559, 
furnishes means to pay the passage of impecu- 
nious immigrants. The treasury of this com- 
pany is enriched by th® contributions of tho 
faithful in this country and Europe, but it has 
not been forced to depend wholly on voluntary 
eontributions. The legislature which created 
this company passed a law empowering the 
probate judge of each county to “take posses- 
sion of all property left by deceased or ab- 
sconding persons, when there is no claimant 
known or sufficiently near to see to it in 
season, and turn the same over to the Per- 
petual Immigration Fund company.” 

Thus it will be seen that when a man ab- 
sconded, that is, when he was hunted out of 
the territory by the Danites, his property re- 
verted at once tothis company. The above 
law was in force for many years, and during 
these years large tracts of the public domain 
were granted to the company by the legisla- 
ture, the saints coolly ignoring the title of th® 
United States to any portion ofthe country 
they claimed “by right of discovery.” Asa 
consequence the immigration company has 
grown rich and powerful, and is now well able 
to furnish tranportation for all the women who 
can be induced to come to Utah as candidates 
celestial marriage.

What 
I take exception to is having Fry, who was nevera 
confidant of General Grant or General Sherman, 
posing as ‘the {panegyrist of the former at the ex- 
pense of the latter. When, in 1562-3, General 
Grent needed a friend I was that friend, and it 
seems odd that now, when General Grant needs no 
friend, General Fry should step in to claim the 
privilege. Fry may do what he pleases. I will do 
the’same.”’

THE NEW ROAD. 


ATLANTA WORKING TO SECURE 
THE GEORGIA MIDLAND 
—_—_—_—_—_——_— 
Pushing Vigorously for the New Railroad— 
poral was Done Yesterday—The Road Must 
Come and Atlanta’s Mind te Made up on 
the Subject—An Important Letter. 


On Yesterday, pursnant to the call of the 
committee, 2 large number of citizens met at 
Tar CONSTITUTION Office for the purposé of 
discussing the Georgia Midlahd. Among 
those present were Mssrs. Hunnicutt, Oglesby, 
Hurt, Deloach, Anderson, Dodd, G. W. Scott, 
A. P. Morgan, Rankin, Adair, Hulburt, K iser. 
Harle, Collier, English, Grady, Crawford, W. 
M. Scott, Coker, Haas, James, A. E. Thoraton, 
L. H. Beck, Peel, Bain, Marsh, Inman, Cool- 
edge, Hoke Smith, Hemphill, Freeman, New- 
man and Rice. 

Mr. Chamberlin was called to the chair, and 
stated the object of the meeting, and asked 
for some motion that would filitate matters, 

Captain English moved thit this meeting de- 
clare that Atlanta should ra‘se one bundred 
thousand dollars to insure the building of the 
Georgia Midland road to this point, and that 
every gentleman present, by a rising vote 
pledge his best efforts to that end. The mo- 
tion was seconded by Mr. Ha:s, and a rising 
yote ordered by the chairman. Every gentle- 
man present rose. 

Colonel G. W. Adair then moved that a 
meeting of every citizen in Atlanta interested 
in the building of the Georgia Midland road be 
milled at the court house for Tuesday night at 
7 otlock. Colenel Adairin some forcible re- 
marks urged the necessity of this road and the 
esse With which the money could be raised if 
veryeman would agree todo his duty. This 
motion Was seconded, and carried. 

Mr. Grady agreed with Colone] Adair as to 
the umportance of the road, but said that since 
the committee had formally committed. itself 
to the project, it was more important than ever 
that should be carried to suecess. Atlanta 
had 

NEVER YET FAILED 

in anything she undertook. A review of her 
record would show that she had never set her 
head on getting anything that she did not 
get. When she was criticised, and it was 
charged that her prosperity rested on a false 
basis, she conld point to an unbroken record of 
successes. Ifshe scored « failure now,at acrit- 
ical time in her history. her prestige would be 
broken. She could not fail if her whole peo- 
ple just determined that the road must be 
built. 

Mr. Joe] Hurt said that many inguries had 
been made about the teruis of the subscription. 
He fonnd everybody willing to subscribe if 
they were certain that their interest would be 
protected, and their steck stand for just what 
it was worth. Hethought that the subscribers 
should elect a board of trustees to handle their 
stock and protect it. With the proper trustees 
elected the money could be raised without 
trouble. 

Captain English suggested that it might be 
well to prescribe that our money should be 
spent on our end of the line, and that Colum 
bus money should be spent on their end. 

Mr. Hoke Smith said: “I have subscribed 
five hundred dollars to the enterprise, which 
lam willing to give away to get the road from 
here to Columbus, but I would not give fifty 
dollars to get a road half way from here to 
Columbus. To spend cut money on our end 
might leave our line about twenty miles from 
Atlanta unfinished. The subscription now 
provided that we should pay twenty-five per 
cent for every twenty miles southward from 
Atlanta, and that Columbus should spend 
twenty-five per cent on every twenty miles 
northward from Columbus, This insures the 

COMPLETION OF THE ROAD. 
It would be well to cliect trustees to take 
charge of the subscription, but did not think 
it would be well to change the terms mate- 
rially.” 

Mr. J.G. Oglesby said: “If the wholesale 
merchants of this city were satisfied 
that the road would = deal fairly 
with Atlanta, thev will subscribe 
with a liberality that will be surprising. If 
they are satisfied that the subscription will be 
handled forthe good of Atlanta, and the 
whole line they will subscribe.’ Mr. Oglesby 
then moved for the appoint-uent of a commit- 
tee of seven which shouid tuke charge of the 
arrangements for Tuesday night, and provide 
speakers, a programme, and a heading for the 
lists. That the chairman of the meeting 
should be chairman of the committee. 

Colonel Adair stated that while coming to 
the meeting Mr. A. J. Grier-had met him, and 
subscribed five hundred dollars towards the 
enterprise. 

Mr. Grady stated that he had received a 
letter from Colonel John T. Grant stating that 
it the proper time he would subscribe to aid 
the building of the road, and also from Cap- 
tain W. D. Grant to the same effect, a similar 
one from Mr. Jas. R. Wvtie, and a letter from 
Mr. W. A. Haygood subscribing $250, and urging 
the yourg men of Atlanta to dotheir share to- 
wards putting the enterprise through.

Gladstone's Third Term. 

The fall of the Salisbury ministry was so 
natural and so generally expected and dis- 
counted that the markets were not affected 
by the announcement, and the event was not 
considered of unusual interest. Of course no 
tory cabinet could stand alongside of the 
present parliament except .by sufferance ; 
and when the cabinet gave notice that it 
would introduce a bill to suppress the nat- 
ional league, the liberals and home-rulers 
came together over an incidental question, 
and the ministry at once resigned, and Mr. 
Gladstone was again asked to become'the 
real ruler of the empire that the sun never 
sets upon. ; 

The Collings resolution, which determined 
the fate of the tory cabinet, constitutes a 
very important departure in British politics. 
Mr. Collins isone of Mr. Chamberlain’s lieu- 
tenants, and, if possible, is more of a radical 
than his chief. Mr. Collings’s resolution 
involves ‘‘the three acres and a cow’’ idea; 
otherwise known as the allottment plan. 
Mr. Gladstone advocated the plan in a 
speech in the house of commons, and it was 
adopted by Wvote of 329 to 259. The plan 
thus sanctioned by the dominant party looks 
to the taking of land compulsorily in any 
part of the kingdom at its fair value for the 
purpose of letting it in small holdings, to 
@etihne nOw landless agricultural laborers ata 

moderate renta!, the government to advance 
the purchasing price, andthe rent to be 
fixed by an impartial tribunal. 

_ This plan of dealing with the land ques- 
tion was opposed by some of the landowing 
or very rich whigs, but the majority of. the 
liberals was only three less than the major- 
ity of the liberals over the conservatives. 
The home-rulers came up solidly, and very 
few liberals refused to follow Mr. Gladstone. 
The whole tendency of the vote is towards 
radicalism, both in respect of legislation and 
the contro] of the new cabinet. Mr. Glad- 
stone need not look to the whigs if he can 

_ ¥Fetain the home rulers. He need not ask 

 : whigs to take office, whom he does not want. 


e is tree to let Lord Hartington and Mr. 
.Gorchen and others of like views remain out 
of office. Tothe radicals and the home- 
rulers, he must chiefly look for support. 

Of course his great trouble in office will 
relate tothe Irish question. He has the 
Parnellites and the moderate liberals to 
please, and the task is not an easy one. His 
programme has not been announced, but it 
is not probable he will bring in a bill for an 
Irish parliament. He will be more apt to 
undertake a settlement of the land question. 
Justice to Ireland in some shape and to some 
extent isof course involved in a continued 
support of the new cabinet by the Parnell- 
ites. What it will be, how far it will go, or 

whether it will be acceptable to the people 
of both England and Ireland, remain to be 
seen. Itis safe to assume that Mr. Glad- 
stone would not accept office if he did not 
think he could ofier the country a plan that 
would be satisfagl to the new combina- 
tion at his ha to the country.

About this movement two things. may be 
said: 

Ist. This movement has not been resolved 
upon hastily. Three meetings have been 
held at Tig ConsriruTION office during the 
week. The tirst was merely preliminary 

and casual. 
the stockholders who had already subscribed. 
The third was made up of citizens of every 
class, and was presided over Mr. E. P.

Let every man who feels an 
interest in the matter, come to the meeting 
on Tuesday night. 
The Pending Pension Bill. 

Mr. Crisp certainly expressed the views of 
the people of this state when he spoke 
against the policy of increasing the rate of 
pensions and of repealing the limitation 
on the arrears of the pension act. Speaking 
for the people he represented he said they 
were in favor of just and reasonable pensions, 
but farther than that they were unwilling 
to go—farther than that they were not able 
to go. Mr. Crisp’s position will be unani- 
mously indorsed by the people of this state. 

Mr. Black, commissioner of pensions, has 
made a careful estimate of the cost of the 
two propositions now before congress with 
strong political support attached. The first 
one proposes to increase the pensions of 
widows and dependent relatives of soldiers 
fiom $8 to $12a month. This proposition, 
Mr. Black says, will add $6,000,000 to the 
annual appropriation for pensions. An ex- 
tension of the limitation of the arrears act 
would place nearly every living soldier of 
the union armies on the pension lists, through 
of course a great deal of loose legislation 
and hard swearing. Commissioner Black 
estimates the cost of such an extension at 
$302,236,200. The arrears act has already 
cost the country $179,000,000, and when all 
pending claims are adjusted the total cost 
will be $259,000,000. To open the doors 
again would more than double this amount, 
and increase the annual pension charge to 
$75,000,000. 

No matter how much the democratic party 
may need votes in certain states, we un- 
hesitatingly say that such a scheme of ex- 
travagant and unprecedented expenditure 
should not have the support of any southern 
representative. The resources of the south 
cannot support such burdens, and without 
reference to party needs every southern 
member should set his face against a scheme 
that will rob his own people to enrich, not 
maimed and deserving soldiers, but a host 
of bard swearers and unscrupulous pension 
attorneys. Every man honestly entitled to 
a pension long ago obtained one, and these 
arrears propositions are baits for elastic con- 
sciences.

A Constitution Man Calis on the Doctor at His Home 
A Smokeand an Interesting Talk—Gossip

“Do you smoke?’ asked the doctor as he 
took two good cigars from the northwest 
pocket of his vest.

THE HAWTHOBNE FAMILY. 

“By the way,” interrupted the newspaper 
man, “are you any kin to Julian Haw- 
thorne ?”’ | 

“If lam,” said Dr. Hawthorne, “it is very 
slight. Nathaniel is an old family name. I 
had an uncle named Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
About the middle of the last century there 
were three brothers who came from Scotland to 
this country. One settled in New England, 
one in Pennsylvania and one in Virginia. My 
greatgrandfather came from that Virginia 
family.” 

“Doctor,” said the CONSTITUTION, “do you 
have to watch yourself to keep from preaching 
something that is not Baptist doctrine?” 

‘“T§preach Baptist doctrine, but I don’t call it 
Baptist doctrine,” was the reply. “No one be- 
lieves more firmly than I in the great distinc- 
tive principles of the Baptist denomination, 
but 1 don’t believe it is wise to be all the time 
throwing these things into@the faces of 
people, nor in magnifying them to the neglect 
of those great evangelical truths to 
which Christian denominations generally 
subscribe. I have always given 
emphasis to what are called the moralities of 
Christianity. I bave no confidence in any re- 
ligious faith or religious experience that does 
not show itself in a life ef purity and honesty. 
I have tried wherever I have preached to con- 
vince people that orthodoxy and religious 
ecstacy are worthless without moral rectitude 
in the every-day transactions of life.” 

HOW HE WORKS. 

“Tell me something about how you do your 
work ?” 

“A minister has no Sunday,” said the doc- 
tor. ‘“‘He has no day of rest. Monday is more 
of a day of rest to me than is any other day, 
because I make it a point not to study on 
Monday, but to visit and to attend to my cor- 
respondence, Tuesday morning I go into my 
study, and select a subject for my next 
Sabbath morning’s sermon,and make a brief 
analysis Of the subject. I.spend the rest or 
the day and evening in reading with special 
reference to that subject,in thinking 
about it and in gathering up 
material for the sermon. Wednes- 
day ard partof Thursday I write my sermon 
or at least I write a little more than half of i‘. 
I then lay it aside until Saturday and begin 
on wy Sunday night sermon and 
spend from seven until twelve 
o'clock, making myself familiar with it, study- 
ing all around the subject, and in accumula- 
ting a great deal more material than I expect 
to use. In speaking one of the$greastest in- 
spirations to me is a consciousness of a reserved 
force—a consciousness that what I say upon 
the occasion is only a fragment of what I could 
sav. Sunday afternoon I work on my Sunday 
night sermon the same way.” 

THOROUGH PREPARATION NECESSARY, 

“You prepare thoroughly?” 

“Yes, if I have accomplished anything in 
the ministry that is worthy of consideration 
I attribute it to the stress I have put upon 
special preparation for the pulpit. During a 
ministry Of thirty-seven years have never 
allowed myself to go before the public without 
careful and elaborate preparation, and I find 
that it is impossible for me to meet the de- 
mands of my congregation and do 
much pastoral work Any man who does 
much pastoral work will fail comparatively in 
the pulpit, and the man who makes thorough 
preparation for the pulpit will failin pastoral 
work. Of course 1 visit the sick of my con- 
gregation.”’ 

The doctor added: 

“T have spent hours sometimes in coining a 
half dozen sentences of my sermon, because 
those sentences were to be the climaxes of the 
sermon.” 

Dr. Hawthorne hasa study at the church 
and one at his residence. He receives friends 
at the church study from 9 a. m., to 10:30. His 
sermons are prepared at home because at the 
church study he is called on by great numbers 
oftramps and who break in on his 
meditations. 

A MAGNIFICENT SALARY. 

He receives a salary of 34,000 a year and his 
house which is worth $700 a year. 

“How much was the smallest fee you ever 
received for marrying a couple’’ asked THE 
CONSTITUTION.

-FROST-BITTEN FLORIDA. 


BILL ARP HEARS FROM THESUNNY 
LAND 


Ard Pioceeds to Console Those Who Have Lost 
With the Promise of What There is in the 
Future—Recollections of the Scenes 
Around Sanford—Sound Logic. 


Flei:ida is breathing easier. The shock of 
the great disaster was bewildering at first and 
the people looked at one another in amazement, 
but pow they know the worst and have had 
time to digest it. The worst of bad luck is 
never 80 bad as it seems, and there is. besides 
an elasticity about our nature that givesa 
rebound and saves us from utter despair. But 
Floridais badly hurt. “The city of Shushan 
was perplexed,” and just so the little city of San. 
ford was perplexed. All Florida was perplexed. 
There were all shades of opinion about the 
freeze, but the more hopefal view of the great 
calamity prevailed and most everybody 
thought there would be something saved from 
the wreck--some ten or twenty or even fifty 
per cent ofthe crop. A few even declared 
theiroranges were not materially hurt and 
would do.to ship. Nabor talked to nabor and 
they fatefully examined eath other’s groves. 
Every bedy in the vicinity came to town to 
compare motes and they talked 
fast ahd serious. There were no jokes, no hi- 
larity;*for all had doubts as well as hopes, and 
all feared the ruin that was impending. Or- 
anges were cut and tasted by the hundred, but 
still there was no wel! settled opinion. Colonel 
Markham came down from Atlanta as fast as 
steam could bring him. He was hopeful, very. 
He said his crop was fifteen thousand boxes, 
and he would not sell out, even now, for less 
than © ten thousand dollars. He went 
out the next day to examine his 
fruit, and when he returned he was still calm 
and serene, and I thought wasconfirmed in his 
hopes, but he said, “No—I give it up. There 
is not.a sound orange in Florida, but the trees 
are safe and I am satisfed.’’ He made no sign 
of distress, and returned home with dignity 
and composure, But not so with the majority 
of owners, for the majority were not rich like 
Colonel Markham. ‘The majority have but 
little beside their orange crop 
to depend on. The majority owe 
money and their crop was to pay it. There 
are mortgages to lift and advances to make 
gocd. Merchants and bankers advance on 
the edlden fruit just as ours do on the ficecy 
cotton. Oranges are everything. They are 
the great staple and the only staple. Weare 
better offin this regard, for if our cotton is 
cut short we have wheat and corn and oats 
and cows and hogs and sheep, but they have 
nothing here but fruit. There are not half 
dozen market gardens within reach of 
Sanford, but the orange crop within a circuit 
of fcur miles was set down by good judges 
and by close count at two hundred thousand 
boxes and they were good for that many 
dollars after paying all expenses. The loss to 
this county is not less than a million of dol- 
lars. Some say more, and this loss is felt by 
the whole population. Railroads and steam- 
boat lines have lost the freight. For a 
few Gays there was great activity, and 
the highways were crowded with trains hurry- 
ing their loads to the wharfs,and the steamboat 
lines agreed to charge no freight if the cargo 
did not realize enough to pay it. Some bold 
speculators bought at thirty cents a box and 
selected their fruit, but they soon gorged the 
southern markets, and the worth was too re- 
mote to risk the spoiling fruit. New York 
condemned what did arrive and now it 
is all over, and not five per cent was 
saved or sold. The whole face of the 
earth all around Sanford is yellow. Every 
grove is carpeted with golden, mushy fruit. 
Jt is now hardly possible to get an orange that 
is fit to eat, aud the good people of Florida are 
perplexed. A million of dollars swept from a 
single county inasingle night is a terrible 
calamity and hard to realize. That million 
would change hands‘perhaps a hundred times 
during the year and leave some good at every 
change. But it is gone, and the people feel 
it. They are troubled, but still they hold up 
better than lexpected. They say they will 

"get along and not be driven to the wall. They 
will stand up toone another. The rich will 
be liberal and the poor prudent, and all will 
patiently wait for another crop. And such a 
crop as it was—so beautiful and so abundant. It 
was said to be twenty-five per cent greater than 
any that preceded. It was a luxury—a feast 
to ride around Sanford and look at the groves. 
The eye never tired, and it was enough to 
make a man covet his neighbor’s property. 

But Florida is here still, and her delightful 
climate is here all the same, and these people 
can afford one great disaster in fifty years. 
My children write me from home and tell of 
the bitter freezes and chilling winds that have 
been there, not for a day, but for weeks, while 
here we seldom need «a fire or an overcoat. 
I envy those who have pleasant winter 
homes in Florida an I would 
have Qne, too, if I could. Every well-to-do 
Georgian should invest a litte money here for 
his children, for there is but one Florida. Peo- 
ple may live away and buy her fruits and en- 
joy them, but her climate is here to stay, and 
if you want it you must come to it. The time 
is near at hand when one can come here in a 
day from most any part of Georgia, and Geor- 
giaus will need this beautifal garden for rest 
and recreation. The late freeze will, of course, 
check the sales of real estate for awhile, but 
not long. People are flocking here from al! 
the states and from foreign countries, and all 
seem delighted. If a man buys he cither kceps 
his purchase or sells for a higher figure. There 
is no backdown. 

It is eurious how a man’s emotions are af- 
fected by his surroundings. When IL wrote 
you afew weeks ago about Florida, the cold 
wave was upon us and a sick boy was linger- 
ing in the chamber where I wrotein the dark 
watches of the night, and I fear I saw the 
glo n Of the picture and did not do Florida 
justice. A man ought not to write under such 
circumstances. But now the pleasant sun 
shines upon the lakesand the land, and the 
sick boy is convalescing in his easy chair, and 
the night watches have ceased, and everything 
has a dinerent hne to me. Sometimes 
I would brood over trouble till I could not 
sleep,- I would imagine the honse on fire and 
plan a way of getting the sick boy out of the 
chamber window .and down to the ground. 
Half dreaming, I would conjure up some great 
©’ aster to the dear ones at home, a fire, a rob- 
| ¥ orsomething worse, and it seemed that I 
w.us soecrazy ifI could not get away from 
th:- son and take the boy and his weary 
mm ome.
